freedom that ordinary people enjoy. 
Not so the President of the republic. 
He is hedged in with ceremony, 
guarded and escorted at every step 
he takes. Crowned monarchs may 
go yachting or play polo or tenuis, 
indulge their sporting tastes. But 
for the President of this democracy 
it is different. He is virtually a 
prisoner in his Palaces of the Elysee 
and Rambouillet, guarded, saluted 
and escorted always. Rambouillet ts 
his holiday home, but even there the 
strict observance of the protocol is 
never relaxed; never for a moment 
is the smiling M. Gaston Doumergue 
allowed to forget that he is head of 
the state. He could not, as. Kings 
can, take a trip to the seaside and 
enjoy a quiet swim, or a stroll along 
the promenade. He is shackled al- 
ways to the autocratic regulations of 
democracy.

DAY BY DAY 
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Washington Belief Is That Sudden Attack on J .iquor 
Enforcement in National Capital Has Got 
on Hoover’s Nerves 


WASHINGTON, D* CStartled 


by President Hoover’s unexpected 


defense of Prohibition enforcement in the capital, his first attempt. to defend 
conditions since entering the White House, Washington has already seen 


Signs of tightening up on the part of 


bootleggers with both wets and drys 


ready to take advantage of the move toward making the District of Colum- 


bia'a “model” for aridness. 

Since President Hoover entered office 
a@ number of speakeasies, which for- 
merly flourished in the heart of the 


city, have gone out of business and 
liquor is harder to purchase in the 
capital by the drink, but easier by the 
bottle. This is Indicated by the fact 
that police have been turning their at- 
tention to “plants” for fake.orders in 
order to apprehend bootleggers. 

Senator Howell's unanticipated at- 
tack on Prohibition enforcement ro- 
sulted in Presidént Hoover having the 
White House statement issued defend- 
ing district authorities. And although 
the Senator was quick to decis~e that 
he was. not. attacking the ChicZ Execu- 
tive and could produce no evidence, a 
situation has developed that promises 
to be more than troublesome. 

In the first place, wets have been 
dissatisfied with recent attempts to 
shift the burden for failure of the Dry 
Law to the States on the ground that 
no co-operation -was forthcoming. 
They ask if this is the primary cause 
of iaxity in enforcing the law, why is- 
the District of Columbia acknowledged 
to be one of the big wet areas of the 
country? 

On the other hand, dry agencies have 
also been critical of conditions in 
Washington, and the President's de- 
fense of the police authoritics does not. 
set so well with their attitude. Al- 
together the sudden outburst on the 
Prohibition situation in the capital is 
certain to have far-reaching effects. 

Presider.t Hoover's plau of making 
the Nation’s capital a ‘‘model” for 
Prohibition enforcement has long been 
the goal of dry leaders, and they are 
entirely satisfied with this program, 

Meanwhile, daily police records of 
seizures of liquor, the ease with which 
it is obtaincd hy visitors, the truck 
loads of empty liquor bottles hauled to 
the incinerators each day and tke 
steady increase ‘n drunkenness stands 
as mute testimony to conditions in the 
capital. 

Shortly after President Hoover en- 
tered the White House with the avowed 
purpose of enforcing the dry law, those 
familiar with bootleg chaitefeis claim 
that prices took a heavy jump and 
Scores of runners left the racket. 
Some attributed this to the Jones law. 
Anyway. there was every evidence of a 
scarcity in the supply. as indicated by 
police seizures and a slight decrease in 
the number of arrests for intoxication. 
However, the initial alarm soon sub- 
sided and the racket became just as 
active as before. 

Police claim they have been ham- 
pered by legal technicalities, and bills 
are now pending in Congress to put 
more teeth into the laws governing 
liquor seizures in the capital. * é 

veral instances have come to light 
recently where police’ have stumbied 
into large hauls, only to have..the 
violators turned loose on the grounds 
that the authorities did not have 
warrants. One of these was in the case 
of a well-known bootlegger. He was 
stopped on a charge of violating ‘the 
traffic laws and police found,sa large 
supply of liquor in the car. The 
defendant was turned foose on a 
Warrant. technicality. Other instances 
of this kind have resulted from police 
finding liquor while raiding a gambling 
joint or searching a house with some: 
other aim than looking for liquor: 

President Hoover, as a result of his 
statement in response to Senator 
Howell, has thrown the Prohibiéion 
muddle into the heart of the special 
session on tariff. There has been a 
tendency to let it ride over until the 
regular session. but the wets have been 
given an- opportunity and a cayse ta 
vent thelr wrath and the drys _ate 
certain to answer.

Moreover, on top of the atest 
development, the Methodist Board of 
Temperance is asking for add:tional 
funds for enforcing the dry law and 
charging the Government with timidity 
in its failure. to properly arm border 
guards so that they can stop rum- 
runners using speed boats. 

Failure of the President to name an 
Assistant Attorney General to take over 
the post left vacant by Mrs, Wule- 
brandt is also a source of worry the 
ary leaders. The Anti-Saloon League 
has closely studied every candidate 
mentioned for the post and have been 
clamoring for action. They fear that 
Prohibition enforcement will suffer as 
& result of the post in the Department 
of Justice being left vacant. 

Official] Washington is in agreement 
that the President is becoming irritated 
by the Prohibition situation, otherwise 
he would never have answered the 
charges made on the floor of the 
Senate. The engineer-trained mind of 
the Chief Executive, it is pointed out, 
does not relish a job that can not be 
completed and there is every evidence 
that the Nation, especially the Capitol, 
is just as wet as when he entered the 
White House a little more’ than six 
months ago..
